WASHINGTON, Aug. 30 — 
The Senate Labor Rackets In- 
vestigating Committee was in 
recess today after fanning a 
revolt in the Teamsters’ Union 
by giving rebel leaders an op- 
portunity yesterday to express 
their views of Harold J. Gib- 


bon’s administration in _ St. 
Louis. 
E. E. (Gene) Walla and 


Robert F. Lewis, leaders of the 
anti-Gibbons forces, made the 
most of their opportunity, 
charging that Teamster bylaws 
were bypassed and the union’s 
records altered to cover up 
illegal voting in last January's 
election of officers in Team- 
sters Joint Council 13. 
Monitors Watching Inquiry. 


Progress of the rackets com- 
mittee’s case against the Team- 
sters also was being followed 
closely by a board of monitors 
appointed by the United States 
District Court at Washington 
to keep an eye on Teamster 
activities. The board has indi- 
cated it may take action on 
the disputed Joint Council elec- 
tion after hearings on the St. 
Louis phase of the Teamsters 
have been completed. 

One of Gibbons’s aids also 
was called to the witness stand 
yesterday, but he was less will- 
ing to talk than Walla and 
Lewis. He was Louis Berra, 
former director of the Labor 
Health Institute in St. Louis, 
who was released from federal 
prison in December 1956 after 
serving part of a two-year term 
for income tax evasion. 

Robert F. Kennedy, commit- 
tee counsel, introduced docu- 
mentary evidence that Berra 
has received loans totaling $14,- 
000 from the Teamsters since 

ting his sentence. A loan 
of was made in January 
1957 and a loan of $11,000 in 
July 1957. About $7000 remains 
unpaid. 
Union Paid Legal Fees. 

The committee previously 
has developed evidence that 
Gibbons spent $36,323 of union 
funds in an unsuccessful effort 
to prevent Berra from going to 
prison. The income tax charge 
was based on evidence that 
Berra was accepting kickbacks 
from a contractor working on 
the institute, which is operated 
by Teamsters Local 688. 

The legal fees came from 
various Teamster sources, the 
records show. The loans to Ber- 
ra were made by Joint Council 
13’s credit union. 

Berra declined to tell the 
committee whether he has 
known Gibbons since 1940 on 
the ground that to do so might 
incriminate him. He acknowl- 
edged his 1954 conviction, but 
again invoked the Fifth Amend- 
ment when asked if he ever ac- 
cepted kickbacks or chared il- 
legal income with someone 
else. He also refused to answer 
questions about strike violence 
in St. Louis. 

Kennedy, after referring to 
a section of the Teamsters 
Union constitution, said it 
seemed to him union rules were 
violated when the loans were 
made to Berra. In view of the 
fact Berra was charged with 
defrauding the union his mem- 
bership should have been re- 
voked, Kennedy said. 

Rewarded for Crime. 

Senator John L. McClellan 
(Dem.), Arkansas, chairman of 
the committee, turned to Berra 
and said: “In other words you

ZAPAS ARRESTED, 


CHICAGO, Aug. 30 (AP)— 
Forty-seven perosns were killed 
in traffic accidents in the be- 
ginning of the three-day La- 
bor day weekend. There was 
four drownings and nine deaths 
from miscellaneous causes, 
making a total of 60 dead. 

The National Safety Council 
had forecast that 420 persons 
might be killed on highways 
in the 78-hour period from 6 
p.m. local time Friday until 
midnight Monday. The council 
estimated also that there would 
be 45,000,000 cars on the move 
over the weekend. 

There were two traffic deaths 
in Illinois. 

A survey by the Associated 
Press, for comparative pur- 
poses, showed 300 traffic deaths 
in the nation for the non-holi- 
day weekend of Aug. 15-18. 
The survey covered the same 
hours as the current holiday 
travel period. There were 78 
drownings and 94 miscellane- 
ous deaths during the surveyed 
period for a total of 472. 

The worst Labor day week- 
end in history for motorists 
was in 1951 when 461 persons 
lost their lives in traffic mis- 
haps. 


WOMAN DIES OF TETANUS 
AFTER AN ANT BITES HER 


KENNINGHALL, England, 
Aug. 30 (UPI)—Doctors said 
today Daisy Huggins, a local 
gardening enthusiast, contract- 
ed a fatal case of tetanus from 
an ant bite on her ankle. 

Mrs. Huggins was pulling up 
bulbs in her garden when she 
was bitten. She told doctors 
she rubbed the bite with her 
hand. Three days later she was 
dead. 

It was not determined 
whether the tetanus toxin was 
carried by the ant—as an ento- 
mologist at the London School 
of Tropical Diseases said it 
could have been—or whether 
Mrs. Huggins’s hand intro- 
duced it into the bite.

Gus S. Zapas, ex-convict, 
former St. Louisan and Team- 
ster Union official in Indianap- 
olis, was questioned by police 
here today concerning the mis- 
sing Greenlease ransom and 
the disappearance of David 
Probstein, Indianapolis lawyer 
and former associate of James 
R. Hoffa, Teamster president. 

Zapas, who testified before 
the Senate Labor Rackets In- 
vestigating committee Aug. 15, 
was arrested at the Opera 
Lounge, 5646 Pershing avenue, 
which is operated by his friend, 
Vincent (Piggy Mack) Marchesi, 
who has been convicted of ped- 

narcoti 


dling cs. 

Detective Capt. John Do- 
herty said Zapas denied know- 
ing anything about the $303,- 
720 which is still missing from 
the $600,000 ransom paid to 
the kidnapers of little Bobby 
Greenlease in 1953. 

Zapas, known In underworld 
circles as Gus the Greek and 
Gus Windshields, because of 
his thick glasses, also told the 
Senate committee that he never 
handied “any hot money... 
money that was stolen... kid- 
nap money.” 

When asked by police here 
about the disappearance of 
Probstein, he was quoted as 
answering: 

“As far as I know Probstein 
is in Mexico or Israel.” 

The last trace of Probstein 
was found here. He was regis- 
tered at the Congress Hotel 
and checked out June 6, 1955, 
presumably headed for Chi- 
cago. He was never seen again. 
A year earlier, Probstein 
started the State Cab Co. in 
Indianapolis with $8000 bor- 
rowed from the Central Con- 
ference of Teamsters at De- 
troit, headed by Hoffa at that 
time. 

Zapas and Gene San Soucie, 
head of a Teamsters local in 
Indianapolis, allegedly “eased” 
Probstein out of the taxicab 
company. 

Capt. Doherty asked Zapas 
why he came to St. Louis. 

“I came here to have a good 
time,” he replied. “I should 
have known better than to 
come here. You're too tough 
on hoodlums. It will be a long 
time before I come back.” 

Zapas readily told officers 
he knew Joseph Costello, ex- 
convict head of the Ace Cab 
Co. here, and John J. Vitale, 
hoodlum and former head of 
the Mafia here. Zapas is a 
representative of the Indiana 
Teamsters Conference and 
president of a bartenders union 
in Indianapolis. 

In’ his testimony before the 
Senate committee, Zapas ad- 
mitted being a long-time friend 
of Marchesi. He said they were 
arrested together in Chicago 
“for walking out of a restaur- 
ant.” He said at that time— 
Oct. 25, 1955—a man named 
Chris Lemetros was with them. 
Marchesi and Lemetros “came 
into Chicago with their girl 
friends,” Zapas said. “They

A top Pentagon official said 
yesterday President Eisenhower 
had approved plans for setting 
up the general staff system pro- 
vided for in the defense reor- 
ganization bill which became 
law on Aug. 6. 

Under the law, which Con- 
gress approved at the urgent 
request of the President, the 
Joint Staff will gradually build 
up until next Jan. 1, when it 
will number 400 high-ranking 
officers from all three services. 

Organized generally along the 
ines of the present Army and 
Air Force general staffs, the 
new group will include six sec- 
tions, each headed by a two- 
star officer—a major general or 
rear admiral. The sections are 
personnel, intelligence, opera- 
tions, logistics, plans and policy, 
and communications-electronics. 

Heads Joint Staff. 

Air Force Lt. Gen. Oliver S. 
Picher heads the joint staff, 
with direct responsibility to the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff. 

Such action to put the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff directly in 
charge of combat forces subject 
to the President and the De- 
fense Secretary was urged in 
Congress as being vital to swift 
action in the atomic and space 
age. 

It eliminates the Secretaries 
of the Army, Navy and Air 
Force from the military chain 
of command but leaves them 
responsible for administration 
and supply of combat forces. 

The Pentagon made public a 
time-table under which the 
eight major American military 
commands will pass under di- 
rect control of Secretary of De- 
fense Neil H. McElroy and the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff. 

On Sept. 15 the United 
States European command, un- 
der Air Force Gen. Lauris Nor- 
stad with headquarters in Par- 
is, will become the first of the 
unified commands transferred 
under the new setup. 

Reports to Joint Chiefs. 

Previously, Gen. Norstad re- 
ported to the Secretary of the 
Army who had been “execu- 
tive agent” for the European 
command. 

Now, Gen. Norstad will send 
his military requirements list 
to the Joint Chiefs of Staff 
and McElroy will order his 
needs met by the services. 

All Army, Navy and Air 
Force elements in Europe will 
be directly under Norstad’s 
command and no forces can be 
withdrawn by individual serv- 
ices without his approval. 

The Pentagon spokesman 
said the Joint Chiefs would 
take over direct control of the 
Alaska command and the East- 
ern Atlantic and Mediterranean 
command on Dec. 1. The At- 
lantic, Pacific, Continental Air 
Defense, Strategic Air and Car- 
ibbean commands will be added 
on Jan, 1.

Report by East - West 
Scientists Calls for 
World. Control Unit 
and Inspections to 


Check on Shocks. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 30 (AP) 
— East-West experts officially 
reported today that atomic 
weapons tests could be detected 
by 180 monitoring stations 
around the world. About 10 
would be in the United States, 
14 in the Soviet Union and 
eight in Red China. 

The report was the result 
of seven weeks of secret talks 
among scientists from the 
United States, Russia, Britain, 
France, Canada, Poland, Czech- 
oslovakia and Romania at 
Geneva. 

President Eisenhower called 
a week ago for diplomatic talks 
starting Oct. 31 and looking to- 


ward an international agree- 
ment to halt nuclear weapons 
tests. 

Russia accepted the date last 
night. A Moscow radio broad- 
cast said the date was agree- 
able with Premier Khrushchev 
and that he favored Geneva as 
a conference site. 


AND WOUNDED IN LEBANON

its release in the seven other 
countries. It will be followed 
in about a month by the ver- 
batim record of the scientists’ 
discussions at Geneva. 

Scientists’ Recommendations. 

The report called for: 

1. A network of control 
posts around the globe. About 
170 would be land-based and 
10 aboard ships. They would 
be manned by 30 detection ex- 
perts each, plus 20 subordi- 
nates like typists and clerks, 
for a total staff of 9000. 

2. Creation of an “interna- 
tional control organ.” It would 
run the global system, pick the 
staff, select the detection de- 
vices, study reports and gen- 
erally see to it that no nation 
cheated on any international 
bar on nuclear tests. 

3. Use of weather-recon- 
naissance aircraft to sample 
the air for radioactivity. They 
would rush to a suspicious area 
to see if a bomb had been set 
off or whether it was an earth- 
quake. 

The report did not go into 
the question of whether there 
should be an international bar 
on test explosions. That was 
considered political. But as to 
whether cheating could be de- 
tected, it said: 

“It is technically feasible to 
establish, with the capabilities 
and limitations indicated be- 
low, a workable and effective 
control system to detect viola- 
tions of an agreement on the 
world-wide suspension of nu- 
clear weapons tests... . 

“The conference considers 
that whatever) the precau- 
tionary measures adopted by a 
violator he could not be guar- 
anteed against exposure, par- 
ticularly if account is taken of 
the carrying out of the inspec- 
tion at the site of the sus- 
pected explosion.” 

How Posts Would Be Spread. 

The report said the 170 
land-based posts would include 
110 on continents, 20 on large 
oceanic islands and 40 on 
small oceanic islands. The 10 
ships would drift about 1200 to 
2000 miles apart—perhaps six 
or seven in the Pacific and 
the others in the South At- 
lantic and Indian oceans. 

The 110 continental and 
island posts would be about 
625 miles apart in areas where 
earthquakes ocqur, about 1000 
miles apart in others. That 
would mean 24 in North 
America, six in Europe, 37 in 
Asia, seven in Australia, 16 in 
South America, 16 in Africa, 
and four in Antarctica. 

The report did not give a 
breakdown on how many posts 
would be set up in each coun- 
try. That was another political 
question left for the diplomats. 
However, United States offi- 
cials provided a rule of thumb. 

They said it could be figured 
on a land mass basis. It works 
this way: Asia measures 17, 
000,000 square miles, Red 
China 3,760,339 square miles. 
Thus, Red China ig almost one- 
fifth of Asia. The experts as- 
signed 37 posts to Asia. One- 
fifth of 37 is seven and a frac- 
tion, so Red China would get 
about eight. 

On this rough basis, the 
United States and Canada 
would get about 10 bases each. 
European Russia would get 


U.S., Britain Remove Secrecy 
From Hydrogen Power Gains 


Information on Harnessing H - Bomb 
Energy to Be Given to Scientists 
at Geneva Atom Parley. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 30 
(UPI)}—The United States and 
Britain removed the secrecy 
labels today from their proj- 
ects to control hydrogen bomb 
energy for peacetime power. 

In a joint announcement at 
Geneva, the two countries said 
heretofore secret information 
would be turned over to sci- 
entists of other nations and 
arrangements would be made 
to let other scientists study at 
British and American H-power 
research centers. 

This, the two nations said, 
“is expected to facilitate the 
attainment of this goal’’— 
hydrogen power. 

The statement disclosed that 
the British began work on 
controlled hydrogen fusion re- 
actions in 1947, four years be- 
fore similar work was started 
here. Russia also is working 
in the same field. 

The statement said several

different approaches are being | 
followed in the effort to con- 
trol hydrogen power and “‘con- 
siderable progress has been 
made.” 

“But the attainment of use- 
ful power from controlled fu- 
sion reactions,” it said, “still 
may require many years of 
sustained effort.” 


U.S. Displaying Model of Fu- 
sion Reactor at Geneva. 
GENEVA, Aug. 30 (UPI)— 
American scientists are dis- 
playing a model reactor here 
which they hope will harness 
hydrogen power for peace. 
The scientists, preparing for 
the opening Monday of the 
second international atoms-for- 
peace conference, showed a 
three-foot model of the “As- 
tron” last night at a preview 
of the United States exhibit.

EXPLORER V FAl 


Von Braun Says Ex- 
panding Gases 
Pushed Booster Unit 
Against Other Parts.

ruined the launching of Ex- 
plorer V, Dr. Wernher von 
Braun reported today. 

The first-stage booster rocket 
had separated after burnout 
when gases and liquids re- 
maining in it expanded in the 
vacuum of space and gave it 
a little extra thrust, Von Braun 
said. 


This sped it up so it hit the 
instrument part of the rocket, 
knocking it awry so the final 
stages headed off in the wrong 
direction from an arbit. All 
three remaining stages of the 
rocket had fired perfectly. 

Precautions Taken. 

Von Braun, the German-born 
director of United States Army 
rocketry, said special precau- 
tions were being taken to avoid 
recurrences of “this most un- 
lucky incident.” 

Explorer V was sent aloft 
from Cape Canaveral, Fla., last 
Sunday morning. The military 
usually does not announce the 
technical reasons for failures 
and has disclosed nothing on 
this one up to now. But it sent 
word to Von Braun, who has 
been in Amsterdam all week. 

He presented a 90-minute de- 
tailed and technical report on 
all phases of Explorer satel- 
lites at the closing day of the 
ninth annual assembly of the 
International Astronautic 
Federation. 

Von Braun had been sched- 
uled to present his paper early 
this week but “I slipped a disc 
or disarranged my back in some 
way,” he said, so he could not 
present his report until today. 

He congratulated Soviet 
scientists “for the technical 
feats achived in recent months” 
and said that competition was 
of very useful value. 

“I would like to say to our 
Soviet colleagues that we will 
certainly be up there with 
you, collecting data in more 
ambitious undertakings which 
will follow in due course,” Von 
Braun said.

CAPE CANAVERAL, Fia., 
Aug. 30 (UPI)—The second of 
two test rockets f within 
two hours soared ‘early 
today in an intense scientific 
effort believed aimed eventu- 
ally at putting a man in space. 


The Air Force said the rock- | ing Oc 


ets were of the same type as 
those fired Aug. 15 and last 
Tuesday. That meant they were 
five-stage vehicles sent up to 
explore the “exosphere,” the 
thin part of the earth’s atmos- 
phere 400 miles up. 

The Air Force said the rock- 
et was comprised of an Army 
Honest John, two Nike anti- 
aircraft boosters, and two small 
rockets known as the Recruit 
and the T-55. 

Primary purpose of the test 
series, the Air Force said, is 
to measure radiation with a 
view towards learning how to 
protect a human space trav- 
eler. The rockets were fired 
by the National Advisory Com- 
mittee for Aeronautics. 

The Air Force disclosed after 
the first test rocket was fired 
two weeks ago that the 
N.A.C-A. has launched the ve- 
hicle from firing sites in the 
past. But officials declined to 
say why rockets now are being 
fired from Cape Canaveral. 

The radiation problem is one 
of the biggest barriers which 
scientists working on the 
manned space travel program 
must hurdle. Devices on Amer- 
ica’s Explorer IV earth satel- 
lite have reported that the 
radiation band above the earth 
might be so intense a human 
could not survive in it for long.

A Snark guided missile 
blazed skyward early today on 
a 6000-mile flight across the 
Atlantic. The Snark is the na- 
tion’s only operational inter- 
continental weapon. 

The Air Force announced 
only that a Snark was launched. 
The results of the test usually 
are secret. 


The Snark will soon become 
an operational missile across 
the nation. The first Snark 
launching site is scheduled to 
be set up at Presque Isle, Me. 

It was the second Snark 
launching during the week. 
Last Wednesday another of the 
Northrup -developed missiles 
was fired. However, Wednes- 
day’s flight was short-lived, it 
was learned, because the Snark 
ran into Hurricane Daisy and 
plunged into the sea at the 
halfway mark of its test flight. 

More than 60 Snarks have 
been launched since the test 
series began. 

Last month, the first mili- 
tary launching of the missile 
was conducted by the 655th 
Strategic Missile Squadron.

Moscow radio said last night 
the Soviet Premier accepted a 
week-old United States-British 
proposal to begin talks Oct. 31. 

The United States suggested 
holding them at United Na- 
tions headquarters in New 
York, but said Geneva would 


be acceptable. Khrushchev 
said Geneva would be most 
suitable. 


Eisenhower Gratified. 


At Newport, R.I., President 
Eisenhower expressed gratifica- 
tion today that Russia had 
agreed to join the United 
States and Britain in talks on 
barring nuclear weapons tests. 

The President's reaction was 
reported to newsmen at Mr, 
Eisenhower's vacation head- 
quarters by his press secre- 
tary, James C. Hagerty. 

Hagerty replied “sure” when 
asked whether the United 
States would be willing to hold 
the talks in Geneva as pro- 
posed by Khrushchev, 

“The President is gratified 
that the Soviet government has

Asked whether a summit 
conference might develop latet 
with Mr. Eisenhower, British 
Prime Minister Macmillan and 
Krushchev present, Hagerty re- 
plied he could not say at this 
time. He called the question 
“too previous.” 

Hagerty declinell to com- 
ment on the Krushchev indica- 
tions that Russia might lift its 
bar at least temporarily pend- 
ing any permanent halt. 

“I understand there were 
some conditions expressed by 
Mr. Krushchev, but I am not 
going into that, other than to 
say we are gratified that Rus- 
sia is willing to start negotia- 
tions.” 

The Western proposal was 
made Aug. 22, one day after 
Communist and Western scien- 
tists agreed in Geneva that a 
world-wide system of enforcing 
a bar by detecting nuclear ex- 
plosions was “technically feasi- 
ble.” Khrushchev indorsed 
this scientific conclusion, which 
did not involve a political de- 
cision on actually barring tests. 

U.S.-British Offer. 

Both the United States and 
Britain, who have nuclear test 
series going at present, offered 
to suspend their tests for a 
trial year from the beginning 
of political talks. They stipu- 
lated, however, that this would 
depend on Russia's continuing 
its own suspension of tests. 

The Soviet Union announced 
March 31, shortly after ending 
a lengthy series of nuclear 
tests, that it had halted all 
nuclear explosions but would 
feel free to start again if the 
United States and Britain 
failed to stop also. Both na- 
tions had already announced 
test schedules. 

Khrushchev said Russia 
“naturally cannot allow the 
security interests of the Soviet 
Union to be prejudiced” by 
Western tests. They “relieve 
the Soviet Union of the obliga- 
tion it had assumed unilater- 
ally,” he said.

TAIPEI, Formosa, Aug. 30 
(UPI) — Communist artillery 
resumed fire against the Na- 
tionalist-held Quemoy islands 
tonight after a 13-hour silence 
during a typhoon that halted 
air and sea action in the area. 

After a pre-dawn barrage of 
300 shells in four hours, there 
was a lull until 8:15 p.m., 
when the firing was resumed. 

The Nationalist Ministry of 
Defense said Kaoteng in the 
Matsu group of islands, 150 
miles to the north, at the 
other end of Formosa Strait, 
was shelled for the first time 
in several days with 16 rounds 
for 10 minutes not long after 
dark. 

There was no report of cas- 
ualties in today’s latest shell- 
ing. Since the Red bombard- 
ment began a week ago 695 
Nationalist soldiers have been 
killed or wounded. 

The defense ministry said 
Chinese Nationalist counter- 
fire yesterday destroyed 
“many” Communist military 

sitions on the Weitow pen- 
nsula, seven miles northeast 
of Quemoy, where the Reds 
have mounted some of their 
biggest guns. 

A heavy, two-hour National- 
ist barrage knocked out more 
than 30 gun positions, setting 
fires at some points which 
burned for more than 30 min- 
utes, the miinstry said. 

United States Army Secre- 
tary Wilber Brucker arrived to- 
day to confer with President 
Chiang Kai-shek and other Na- 
tionalist leaders on the Quemoy 
bombardment, which the Na- 
tionalists believe is a prelim- 
inary to an invasion attempt.

The State Justices Err 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

In criticizing the Supreme 
Court of the United States, a ma- 
jority of the Conference of State 
Chief Justices have done a dis- 
service to the country. 

This is not because the court 
is above criticism, but because 
the chief justices’ resolution is 
unjustified and ambiguous. It im- 
plies that the Supreme Court, in 
recent decisions, has lacked “ju- 
dicial self-restraint”™ in dealing 
with “the exercise of powers re- 
served to the states.” A spokes- 


aimed at the “desegregation” de- 
cision of 1954, so apparently it 
is directed at decisions of more 
recent vintage. 

One of these. which aroused 
controversy, held a state anti- 
subversive law wunconstitutional 


not judicial usurpa- 
tion, for if Congress did not in- 
tend its exercise of power to be 
exclusive, it can Say so. 

Nor was it a novel approach. 
For example, for a century the 
court has wrestled with the ques- 
tion of whether, in regulating 
commerce, Congress has intended 
its laws to be exclusive or has 
left the states free to regulate the 
same commerce. In deciding 
such cases, one standard of judg- 
ment is whether the subject is 
one appropriate for uniform na- 
tional treatment or for diverse 
handling by the states. 

Other recent controversial de- 
cisions deal with criminal pro- 
cedure at the local level. The 
Constitution protects each per- 
son against fine, imprisonment or 
execution “without due process 
of law.” 

For Many years, the court has 
said this means that an accused 
man must be treated justly, in a 
manner consistent with the es- 


_— of a “scheme of 
Now this may be criticized as 


a subjective test, inviting each 
Justice to examine his own con- 
science and decide whether it has 
been “shocked” by the methods of 
the police or prosecution. But it 
is not new. 

A court minority, headed by 
Mr. Justice Black, long ago urged 
the adoption of more precise, im- 
personal standards, without suc- 
cess. “Due process” as applied to 
criminal procedure remains a 
Vague concept, moulded consid- 
erably by individual personal re- 
actions. 

If this is what the state chief 
justices object to, their objection 
seems to be at least 16 years late.

The Cornice Bombardment 


Falling cornices have become a major haz- 
ard to public safety in St. Louis, with nine 
accidents in the past four months. Those 


such 


sok ‘thease eau leer of the, Yee 
Hotel, at Sixth and Market, and the second 
floor of the LaSalle Hotel, at 510 Chestnut. 

Marble trim fell from a building at 821 
Locust, and a section of terra cotta cornice 
from the third floor of Ely & Walker Dry 
Goods Co., at 1520 Washington avenue, on 


July 31. Since the beginning of August cor- 
nices have fallen at 1209-11 Taylor avenue, 
1016 Olive street, and the Winter Garden 
skating rink, at 520 DeBalivieré avenue. 
This record would seem to indicate the rate 
of accidents is increasing. Five of the nine 
have occurred since July 30. 


So far, we have been fortunate; only a 
few persons have been injured, most of 
the injuries were slight, and other damage 
was confined largely to parked or passing 
automobiles. 

> . . 

Unless, however, the danger is to be al- 
lowed to go on—and possibly to increase—un- 
til it takes a regrettable toll of human life, 
the city will likely have to move in a united 
way to remove this totally unnecessary peril. 

What has happened at the buildings whose 
owners have been warned of hazardous cor- 
nices, ledges or parapets? Is the inspection 
proceeding to take in all other buildings in 
St. Louis at which similar conditions may 
exist? Has it been determined what cause 
or causes may be responsible for the falling 
cornices? Are new buildings still being per- 
mitted to go up with these lethal gewgaws on 
them? 

We trust that the coming days will see 
the finding of effective answers to these and 
others questions relevant to calling a halt on 
falling building trim. 


Mr. Hoover on a Pension 


The presidential pension bill which is now 
law with Mr. Eisenhower’s name affixed to it 
was criticized in its legislative stages as es- 
sentially designed to benefit Harry S. Tru- 
man. It was said that Herbert Hoover, the 
other living former President, did not need 
a pension, and doubtless would reject it. 

The former Republican President has now 
commended the new law and applauded Mr. 
Eisenhower for signing it. He says he will 
use the annual $25,000 he will receive for 
public service activities and worthy charities. 
Mr. Hoover is able to do this, he 
because he practiced his profession (of engi- 
neering) “when there was no income tax or 
only a small amount” and so could “save a 
competence.” 

As for the other benefits provided in the 
bill—office space, secretarial help and free 
use of the mails, Mr. Hoover welcomed these 
for himself. His energies, so he reported,

mands for public and charitable activities.”

When his 
chamber rubber-stamped the bill to empower 
Gov. Faubus to close public schools if they 
are integrated by force, the vote was 94 to 1. 

That lone No vote was Mr. Smith’s. Why 
did he vote against the Faubus bill? Not on 
the issue of racial segregation. It was because 
he does not think that any Governor, however 
unshakable his integrity, should have the 
authority to close a community’s schools and 
to halt the education of its chidlren. 

There young Representative Smith put his 
finger on a basic objection to the Faubus ma- 
neuver apart from its prejudice and injustice. 
For Arkansas is complaining that Washington 
is trying to tell Arkansas what it must do and 
Arkansas turns around and tells Little Rock 
and every other local school district in the 
state what it must do. Ray Smith’s vote 
ought to cause some Arkansas people to stop 
and think, That is just what he did himself. 


Delay on the Transit Report 

Originally the Citizens Transit Committee 
hoped to tell the people of the St. Louis area 
this fall what was wrong with their transit 
system and what might be done about it. Now 
Mrs. Jerome J. Spector, committee secretary, 
says the report may be delayed for six 
months. A new York engineering firm has 
had to ask for a postponement in its part of 
the project. 

This delay means that the Metropolitan 
Board of Freeholders will not have access to 
the transit report in time to devise its own 
plans for transit. The Freeholders’ task, 
however, is not to solve the transit problem 
in all its details, but to create a form of area 
government capable of solving that problem. 
The delay in the transit report should not 
hinder the Freeholders’ plan, which in any 
case must come first. 


After the Fair Is Over 

Of all the exhibit buildings at the Brussels 
world’s fair, the only one readily convertible 
to permanent usefulness is a modest one-story 
wooden structure — Norway’s — which could 
easily be turned into a school. The United 
States is trying to give its beautiful $6,000,000 
pavilion—complete with a 1100-seat modern 
theater—to Belgium, but there are trouble- 
some questions of conversion cost and prece- 
dent: Unless some use can be found for it, 
at least $100,000 will have to be spent tearing 
down this handsome structure when the fair 
ends Oct. 17.

The cotton, corn and rice farmers 
were lumped together against the 
rest of agriculture to win what, on 


the surface, is a solid victory. But 
it is a pyrrhic victory. Examine the 
case and you can’t ee. 

The bill opens the gate to produc- 
tion. With an unlimited acreage and 
a $1.14 price guarantee we can ex- 
pect a fantastic crop in 1959. But 
there are more than 2 billion bush- 
els of surplus corn in United States 
granaries now with a bumper 1958 
grain sorghum crop and a huge fall 
corn harvest in the ing. 

Add to that the amount of wheat 
farmers can now grow on the farm 
for feed grain only and what is going 
to be the position of the corn and 
the feed grain farmers in 1959? 

A year ago, Benson cut dairy sub- 
sidies sharply to bring milk prices 
into line with those on grains and 
feedstuffs. Now he again cuts grain 
subsidies and throws open the gates. 

What can the dairyman expect 
next year? What can any farmer 
expect? 

The squeeze will be on all who 
can’t mass produce and none but 
corporations can mass produce 
through wholesale buying and sell- 
ing and through the use of tens and 
even hundreds of thousands of acres 
without buying or owning. 

The farm bloc is broken. Dairy, 
grain, beef, poultry farmers allowed 
their self interests to divide them. 
And the consumer has been fed the 


pap of lower food costs in lining up 
against all. 


Even if food costs go down—and 
they haven't through all the farm de- 
pression and the fast-moving vertical 

: integration of 
farm production— 
there is still go- 
ing to be a huge 
tax cost in new 
subsidies with 
most of next 
year’s crop of corn 
for the govern- 
ment to purchase 
at $1.14 a bushel, 
not to mention 
the costs of an ex- 
tra million acres 
of cotton. The added corn subsidy 
alone is being estimated as high as 
three-fourths of a billion dollars. 
oa pay? The taxpayer, who 
else? 


Ten years from now, this new era 
of farming may be hailed as good, 
but the facts don’t bear out the opti- 
mism. Ninety percent of our broilers 
are now produced under contract, 
perhaps by then, 90 percent of our 
beef and milk will be, too. 

It’s an illusion to believe that will 
cut food costs; it will only enrich the 
middlemen—that’s all it’s done in 
the past decade.

YORK, Pa., Aug. 30 (UPID— 
Lt. Gen. John C, H. (Court 
House) Lee, controversial 
Army general of World War 
II, died early today at York 
hospital. He was 71 years old. 

Gen. Lee suffered a stroke 
several days ago followed by 
a coronary attack. 

In World War II he was 
known as a rigid disciplinarian 


while serving as deputy com- 
mander of the Mediterranean 
theater of operations and later 
as commander. 

Gen. Lee’s tough enforce- 
ment of Army regulations 
earned him the nickname 
“Court House.” His real name

was John Clifford Hodges Lee. 
‘Spit and Polish.’ 

He was responsible for an 
uncompromising “spit and pol- 
ish” policy directed at Ameri- 
ean G.ls in Italy and other 
areas under his jurisdiction. 

He insisted that soldiers be 
on a “ready for inspection” 
basis at practically any time. 
His special hate was sloppily- 
dressed G.L.s. 

Gen. Lee retired in Decem- 
ber 1947 under a publicity bar- 
rage for his ironclad adminis- 
tration in Leghorn, Italy. Sub- 
sequently he became a tireless 
worker in Episcopal church lay 
activities. 

In 1947, shortly before his 
retirement, the Army investi- 
gated Gen. Lee’s command fol- 
lowing a series of critical news- 
paper articles charging mis- 
treatment of enlisted men and 
high living by officers under 
him in Italy. 

Charged with ‘Errors.’ 

A later report acknowledged 
“errors” but labeled the 
articles as “wholly erroneous.” 
Included in the report was a 
memorandum from Gen. 
Dwight D. Eisenhower, then 
Army Chief of Staff, exoner- 
ating Lee and commenting un- 
favorably on the “errors,” 
among which he listed “unsat- 
isfactory conditions” at discip- 
linary camps and such “neglect- 
ful conduct” as officers requir- 
ing enlisted chauffeurs to wait 
“unconscionable long hours to 
suit the social convenience of 
the officers.” 

He was graduated from West 
Point in 1909. He served in 
World War I with the Eighty- 
ninth division in France and 
Germany and later saw service 
in Panama, the Philippines, 
and Guam. His military special- 
ty was engineering, and he was 
the author of a standard Army

SIGNS BILL GIVING SOME 
EX-6,1,$ JOBLESS BENEFITS 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 30 
(AP)— President Eisenhower 
signed a bill yesterday qual- 
ifying some former service 
men for unemployment com- 
pensation benifits under the 
federal-state unemployment in- 
surance program. 

The new law directs that 
service in the armed forces 
be treated as federal service 
for the purpose of accumulat- 
ing jobless benefits. The bene- 
fits will be paid in accordance 
with state unemployment in- 
surance laws, with financing 
by the Federal government. 
Wages earned in the armed 
forces will be treated as though 
earned in jobs subject to 
state compensation laws. 

The new law applies to vet- 
erans who entered the service 
after Jan. 31, 1955. These 
veterans are not protected 
under separate legislation pro- 
viding unemployment benefits 
for veterans of Korea. 

Mr. Eisenhower also signed 
an act granting a 6 per cent 
increase in retirement pay for 


about 5000 military veterans

If Lawrence Curtis Jackson, 
the off-season sports writer, 
becomes concerned about mod- 
esty when he tells about his 
hot month of August, he might 
remind himself of the words of 
another Cardinal righthander. 
As Dizzy Dean says, “It ain't 
bragging if you can prove it.” 

When Jackson hits the type- 
writer again for the paper back 
in Boise, Idaho, he also will 
have a lot to say about one 
Wallace Wade Moon. The re- 
vived outfielder has had a good 
month, too, capped by three 
runs batted in on a home run 
and triple in last night's 7-5 
Cardinal victory over the Cubs 
at Busch Stadium. 

It was Moon, too, who sup- 
plied the three-run homer in 
Jackson's 7-1 triumph over the 
Pirates Monday. Wally has 
kicked up his batting average 
from .229 to .245 since the 
first of the month; but, more 
important, 11 of his 26 hits 
have gone for extra bases and 
he has driven in 19 runs dur- 
a oy 

ostly, though, it has been a 
Jackson month. Six starts, six 
complete games, five victories, 
only one loss—4-3, at Los An- 
geles, in 11 innings. In four 
weeks the hot potato from 
Idaho shrunk his earned-run 
average from 3.88 to 3.28. 

Banks Held to Single. 

Tough losses have hurt 
Jackson's won-lost record, now 
at 12 and 10, but he stands a 
good chance of topping his 
best victory total, 15 in 1957. 

Jackson, who has allowed 
only 12 earned runs all month, 
got off to a shaky start last 
night. In the first three in- 
nings, he gave up six hits, hit 
one batter and walked two, but 
the Cubs scored only two runs. 

Once he regained his con- 
trol, the 27-year-old righthand- 
er mowed down the Cubs, 
striking out eight. He held 
home-run leader. Ernie Banks 
to a scratch single. The vis- 
itors’ last two runs were un- 
earned because Shortstop Ru- 
ben Amaro dropped a pop fly 
before Walt Moryn hammered 
his twentieth home run in the | 
ninth. | 
Jackson hurt the Cubs with 
his bat, too. He broke a 3-3 tie 
with an RBI single through the 
box in the seventh. “I've been | 
using an Ennis bat, but I 
scratched his name and put 
mine in its place,” said 
smiling Jackson.

There 
was a mild rhubarb over 
whether the ball had struck the 
bat of leadoff man Bobby 
Thomson before it hit him.
